BRUSSELS, May 24.—In the session yesterday 
ofthe International Miners’ Congress, Mr, 
Pickard, a British delegate, urged the ne- 
cessity for having a better American repre- 
sentation at the coming Congresses.

WITH DYNABIITE, 


Discovery of an Attempt to Blow Up the 
Chicago Haymarket Monument. 


CuIcaGo, II., May 24.—The nightof May 4, 
1886, the date of the amarchistic riot, was re- 
called to mind this morning with startling 
vividness by the discovery of unmistakable 
traces of an attempt to blow up the Haymar- 
ket monument and surrounding buildings 
witha gigantic charge of dynamite. A po- 
liceman passing near the monument saw at 
its base what appeared to be a roll of black 
cloth tied with a small rope. He reached 
through the railing and pulled on the sup- 
posed rope. It partied in his fingers and 
easily crumbled as though charred by fire. 


lie then climbed over the fence ane made a 
discovery that took away his breath. Tied 
up in a piece of black cloth was a tin can 
about twelve inches long and four inches in 
diameter. The vessel was evidently full of 
some substance and weighed about ten 
pounds. In the top of the can was a small 
hole about three-eighths of an inch in size, 
from which he pulled the rope. Beside the 
can lay several pieces of the string which had 
crumbied beneath the touch. It was the fuse. 
The powder within bad burned out, leaving 
the outer covering intact, but very brittle. 
The fuse was in a dozen pieces and had a 
parentiy been soaked with kerosene. on 
the step approaching the base of the 
statue was found an unlignhted piece of the 
fuse, to- one end of which was attached 
a small dynamite cap. This when tried with 
fire flashed readily. It ts believed that the 
heavy rein of läst night prevented an ex- 
plosion which = have been most disastrous 
in its consequence 
The cap on the unlighted piece of fuse is 
recisely tike the one that Lingg used in tak- 
fe. @ charge of dynamite,

THE QUESTION OF REVISING THE CON- 
FESSION OF FAITH FINALLY SETTLED. 


Ne Important Changes Will Be Made—The 
Committee on Kevision te Consist of 
Fifteen Ministers and Ten Elders—To- 
Day's Proceedings at Pittsburg—Iowa 
Congrogational Association — Religious 
Topics. 


SARATOGA, N. T., May 24.—The venerable 
Dr. James McCosh, ex- President of Princeton 
College, was introduced and addressed the 
Pres byterian Assembly this morning. He was 
followed by Rev. Dr. Matthews of England, 
General Secretary of the Presbyterian All- 
ance. The report of the committee to which 


| the several resolutions rolative to the ap- 


pointment of a committee on revision were 
referred was presénted as follows: 

Your committee report that they have 
unanimously agreed upon the following pre- 
ambles and the resolutions, the adoption of 
which they recommend: 


Whereas, The last General Assembly di- 
rected an overture to be transmitted to the 
Presbyteries, in these words: 1. Do you de- 
sire a revision of the Confession of Faith? 
2. - so, in what respects and to what extent? 
An 0 

Whereas, It appears from the report ot the 
special committee appointed to ganvass the 
answers of the Presbyterians to said overture, 
that 124 Presbyteries have answered Tee to 
the first question; therefore 

Resolved, 1. That a committee composed of 
one member of the Assembly from each synod 
to wit: Nineteen ministers and ten elders be 
appoluted by the Moderator to nominate to 
this assembly a committee consisting of Ut - 
teen ministers and ten elders which shall be 
called the Assembly Committee on Revised 
Confession of Faith!“ which committee when 
constituted by the General Assembly shall 
consider the suggestions made by the 
Presbyteries in their answers to second of the 
above questions and formulate and report to 
the. General Assembly of 1891, such alterations 
and amendmentsto the Confessionof Faith 
as in their judgment may be deemed desir- 
able. 2. This Committee of Revision shall 
meet at the callof a temporary chairman to 
be named by the Moderator and shall upon 
meeting appoint their own permanent chair- 
man and shall have power to fill vacancies. 
3. This committee is Instructed to meet at an 
early date not later than October 31, 1890, and 
diligently pursue ite work, that. is may 
promptly report at the meeting of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of 1891, and 

Whereas, Sixty-eight Presbyteries have 
answered ‘‘no’’ to the first of the above 
questions, and sixty-nine Presbyteries of 
those answering ‘‘yes’’ have expressly said 
that they desire no change in the Oonfession 
of Faith to be made that impairs the integrity 
of the system ot doctrine taught therein, 
therefore, 

Resolved, That this Committee of Revision 
be and hereby are instructed that they shall 
not propose any alterations or amendments 
that willin any way impair the integrity of 
the Reformed or Calvinistic system of 
doctrine taught in the Confession of Faith. 

Great applause followad the reading of the 
report, Dr. McCracken heartily seconded the 
paper and Dr. Erskine proceeded to address 
the assembly in its support. He was inter- 
rupted by cries of **Question!"’ and soon 
yielded to the assembly’s impatience to get a 
vote. The report was unanimously adopted 
and the assembly sang Praise od From

MUST APPLY TO CONGRESS, 


A Claim Against the United States Which 
the Ceurts Cannot Grant. 


Judge Thayer handed down an opinion in 
the case of John W. Nickles against the 
United States this morning, finding for the 
defendant. The case is a peculiar one and 
was submitted on an agreed statement of 
facts. In 1876 Oliver A. Patton and V. M. C. 
Silva, respectively Register and Receiver of 
the Land Department, seized and advertised 
for sale a lot of lumber in the Territory of 


Utab. A man named Wells claimed 
the lumber and began a suit of replevin 
in the Territorial Court to recover it. 
He succeeded and got permission ofthe lum- 
ber, but though Patton and Sliver had neither 
actual nor constructive possession of it they 
proceeded to sell it under their advertisement 
and Nickles bought it, 1 — in cash, 
which was deposited in the Treasury of the 
United States. Wells refused to surrender the 
lumber and Nickles sued for itand obtained a 
judgment. Wells appealed to the United 
States Supreme Court and the judgment of the 
lower court was ousted and Wells given a 
good titletothe lumber. The matter rested 
there until Nickles begun this sutt. When it 
was cominenced the statutory limit had ex- 
pired, dating from the day on 
which the Supreme Court delivered its 
opinion, but the transcript of that opinion 
was not filed inthe Territorial Court fora 
long time alter the opinion was rendered and 
dating from the day of filing there was no 
statutory bar to this suit. Nickles held that 
the statute of limitations did not begin to run 
until the transcript was filled in the Territorial 
Court, but the Government’s defense was 
that it began to run when the deeision was 
given, and Judge Thayer sustained the 
Government. He says in bis opinion, that 
beyond doubt the Government is under moral 
Obligations to refund the money paid by 
Nickles, but the only way for him to obtain 
relief is to apply to Congress for relief,

He Mar Escape All Punishment fer the 
Ofiense of Which He Was Con 
Wanted la St. Clair County, Dlinois, 

a Requisition—Work of Saeak 
Criminal Happenings. 


The case against John H. Brennan, charged 
with voluntarily making a false and corrupt 
Oath, was tried yesterday in the Court of — 
Criminal Correction. 

The case has some sensational features. 
Brennan about a year ago married a respect- 
able young lady living in North St. Louls and 
thus came into possession of a little property. 
He, it was alleged, squandered all he could 
lay hands on for drink and often quarrelie@? 
with his wife when she shut of 
bis allowance. The two lived for some 
time atthe home of Mrs. Wonzer, on Ohest- 
nut street above Twelfth, renting two upper 
rooms. One night about amonth ago Mrs, 
Brennan was suddenly taken sick and died 
within twenty-four hours. 

Several ugly rumors were soon afloat plae- 
ing Brennan in a decidedly unpleasant light. 
The physician who had been in attendance, 
however, testified atthe Coroner’s inquest 
that death was the fault of an infammation of 
the bowels and a verdict was rendered ac- 
cordingly. Then Brennan wanted a 
post-mortem examination and hinted 
that the two sisters of his 


dead wife knew more about her taking-off 
than they nad told. Before the time set for 
the examination Brennan ; 
CALLED ON CORONER NK 

and Gemanded the body, saying that he was 
satisfied that everything was right. The next 
day, however, he went before a Justice of the 
Peace and made afiidavit that he had seen 
Mrs. Wonzer administer two doses of medicine 
to his wife, and that he was satisfied 
this medicine had caused her death. Coroner 
Frank then brought the two together and 
Brennan contradicted himself in several of 
his statements. 

Mrs. Wonzer then swore out a warrant 
charging Brennan with having made a false 
and corrupt oath. After several continuances 
the case went to trial yesterday. Judge 
Campbell found the defendant gullty as 
charged and fixed his punishment at 
the payment of a fine of $100 and the serving 
of a term of thirty days iu jall. The statutes 
of the State of Missour! provide, however, 
that upon convictionin such a case the de- 
fendant shall be fined not less than $500 or Im- 
Prisoned in the jail fora term of not less than 
six months or both. 

Judge Campbell did not discover the statu - 
tory requirement until after Brennan had lett 
the court room, having given bond for his 
appearance on amotionfora newtrial. He 
now insists that he can change his verdict and 
sentence the defendant to the minimum pen- 
ality provided bylaw. A number ot prominent 
Four Courts attorneys are not so certain that 
he bas that power, and say that theonly way 
now open by which to bring Brennan to jus 
tice is to swear out a warrant. Then the 

uestion arises: Can a man be tried twice on 
thesamecharge? In any event the defend, 
ant’s attorney, Mr. Burnett, will take advan- 
tage of the complication in his motions and 
appeals, :

How the Detectives Fixed a Case of Larceny 
* en a Suspect, 


Conviction was secured in a case in the 
Court of Criminal Correction yesterday after- 


‘moon under decidedly peculiar circumstances. 


By a neat piece of detective work Robert 
Hemingray was clearly connecteé with an old 
theft and on a plea of gullty was sentenced to 
serve thirty days in the city jail. One even- 
ing last October James Carroll, the 


Superintendent of the Werk- house, bap- 
pened into a pool-room in the Merchants’ Ex- 
change building and engaged witb a friend ia 
a game ot billiards. His overcoat he placed in 
a chair pear by. While Carroll was knocking 
the balls about on the table some sneak- 
thief made away with the overcoat. The gar- 
ment contained a number of papers valuable 
to Carroll alone. The following day these 

apers were received by mail at Carroll’s 
ome. The wrapper on which the address 
had been written was sont to police head- 
quarters. 

About a week later Mr. Hoffheimer, a 
traveling salesman for a New York liquor 
house, placed his overcoat on a desk in the 
reading room at the Southern Hotel while be 
wrote a letter. When he had finished he 
found that the coat had been ‘*nipped.’’ 
Two days later a package containing all the 
papers in the coat was found lying on tbe 
key clerk’s desk. The wrapper on this 
parcel was sent to the Four Courts and an 
examination showed that the handwriting 
was the same as that on the Carroll package. 

During last February a couple of Central 
District police officers arrested the 
man Hemingray and locked him u on 
the charge of stealing a gold-headed umbrella 
fromthe Merchants’ Exchange. Detectives 
Lawier and Desmond saw the fellow and sus- 
pected him of complicity in the overcoat 
thefts, emingray having been found guilty 
of stealing the umbrella was sentenced to 
three months in the Work-house. Judge 
Campbell told him, however, that if he could 
bring forward any reliable party to prove 
good character he would stay the execution 
on good behavior.

MAY BE MURDER. 


The Death of Michael Walsh at the City 
Hospital Surrounded With Mystery. 


Michael Walsh died at the City Hospital 
yesterday evening and the circumstances 
surrounding his injury point to a case of mur- 
der. Walsh was admitted to the hospital at 
2:30 o’clock on the afternoon of last Wednes- 
day on the recommendation of Dr. Steinmetz. 
It seems that the patient walked into the City 
Dispensary about 8 o’clock on the 


same afternoon and complained to Dr. Stein- 
mets of a severe pain in the left side. An ex- 
amination showed that the man’s body was 
covered with bruises. One of hisribs was 
fractured and his left shoulder severely 
wrenched. His lungs showed signs of pneu- 
monia. Waish told the ig rage that about 
a week before he * den assaulted by 
several men and adiy beaten, He 
had walked from pis home near 
Quarantine, Where he Was employed as a 
laborer and did not seem seriously sick. At 
10:40 o’clock foBterday evening Walsh died. 
having weakened rapidly from the time of his 
admission to the institution. To the physicians 
in attendance he gave his age as 60 years and 
said he bad no relatives inthe city his wife 
having died seyerul years ago.

confidential. The questions are everywhere 
denounced as being unwarrautable and 
egal intrusions into theaffairs of private 
citizens.

' YALE WON, 


The College Boys Beat the Atalanta Crew by 
Eight Lengths. 

New Haven, Conn., May 24.—Yale won a 
glorious victory over the Atalanta crew this 
noon, winning by eight lengths in 20 minutes 
and 17 seconds, and with the captain and 
stroke oar out of the boat after the 
frst mile and a half. The water subsided 


wonderfully after 12 o lock, and at 12:30 Ref- 
eree Garfield ordered the two crews out. The 
Yale crew went to the start, four miles dowa 
the harbor, just inside the breakwater, in the 
Yale launch, the shell being towed astern. 
The Atalantas wenttothe start in the tug 
William, thelr shell being towed astern. The 
harbor was alive with craft of all kinds and 
many steamers and tugs followed the crews 
after the start. Tale secured the inside pos- 
tion though there was little choice, as the 
course lay diagonally across the harbor. The 
start was made at 12:49, the Yale launch being 
between the crews. 

Atalanta took the water first and jumped into 
a lead of one-half a length. They increased 
this lead to three-fourths ofa length at the 
first quarter. Then the strong bare-backed 
boys of Yale got in some good work and when 
the three-fourths was reached the shells were 
side by side. Atthe mile stake Yale was a 
length in frontand for the remainder of the 
race tne Lale crew studied the stroke ofthe 
Atalantas. At the mile and a half what looked 
like a fatal accident happened to Yale. Allen, 
the captain and stroke, broke his oar. But 
with the recovery he shot out of the boat and 
into the water. He was picked up by the 
referee’s boat, but it left the Yale crew with 
but seven men and without a stroke and a 
captain. The Atalantas now spurted 
but the Yale boys showed their spunk 
by answering and the Atalantas could not 
draw up at all. This spurt continued until 
the two-mile stake was reachad and after that 
the Atalanta crew was not in it, although they 
rowed pluckily to the fnisb. 

The Yale eight of seven men continued to 
work away from thecrack New York oight, 
despite the fact that Yale was stroked by a 
freshman, Ives. As it became apparent that 
Yale would win, the din of whisties and col- 
lege yells was frightful. The whole harbor 
front was lined with 10,000 people cheering 
for Yale and the sloop yacht Katrina of New 
York, lying near the finish, ran up 6 huge 
biue flag tothe masthead ey, Tale“ in 
white letters. Yale crossed the line in 20:17 
and Atalanta at 20:42.

STEEL AND IRON, 


The Coming Cenvention of Metallurgists— 
Associatiens to be Represented. 


NEW YoRK, May A.—The most important 
gathering of men interested in the steel and 
iron industries whicl has ever occurreg in 
this country will take place in the latter part 
of September of this year and continue until 
the close of October. Two hundred members 
of the Iron and Steel Institute of Great Britain, 
100 members of the Verein Deutscher Eisen- 
huttenleute(the leading German steel and iron 


association) and fifty of the leading French, 
Belgian and Swedish metallurgists will, on 
this occasion, be the guests of the American 
Institute of Mining Engineers and other 
American societies. The occasion will be 
still further signalized by the British 
Institute holding a special meeting during: its 
stay here. The great gathering of the most 
famous scientists inthe metallurgical field 
and of the foremostand wealthiest iron and 
steel manufacturers and mine owners in the 
world, will be largely due to the efforts 
exerted many years ago by the most distin- 
guished American metallurgist, the late Alex- 
ander L. Halley of this city. The entertain- 
ment of the distinguished visitors includes a 
tour, lasting from October 4 to27, of the 
mining and industrial sections of the country. 
They will visit the minesof Pennsylvania, 
inspect its steel works, natural gas 
wells, coke fields and other objects of 
interest. On October 9 two international 
sessions will be held in Pittsburg. On October 
13 and 14 they will be in Chicago to inspect the 
Pullman works and those of the Illinois Steel 
Co. At Chicago the party will divide, one 
section going south through Alabama, Ten- 
nessee, kentucky and Virginia, and the other 
through the Gogebic and the copper mines of 
Lake Superior.

Rev, J. E. Mann of Newbern, N. C., Dies iu 
St. Luke’s Hospital—Elections of Assist-

Another death has occurred In the General 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Chureh, 
South. Rev. J. E. Mann of Newbern, N.C., 
was taken Ill on Thursday. He was taken to 
St. Luke’s Hospital, Nineteenth street and 
Washington avenue, and died there last 
night. His family had hardly learned that 
ne was {ll when the information reached them 
of his death. 

References to the death of a delegate in an 
assembly are always affecting, but Bishop 
Fitzgeraid’s announcement in the General 
Conference this morning of the sudden death 
of Dr. Mann brought tears. The suddenness 
of his taking off shocked the delegates and 


the trembling voice of the Bishop acted on 
the nerves of the delegates. The head of 


every person present was bowed. The Bishop 


said 

„My dear brethren, with profound sorrow 
and surprise to most of you, the announce- 
ment is made this morning tnat our beloved 
brother and fellow laborer, the Rev. Dr. J. E. 
Mann of the North Carolina Conference, died 
last night in this oity. The news 
was carried across the . bjils and 
valleys that intervene between this conference 
room and the dear old hills in which he will 
sleep to await the resurrection day, that he 
has fallen. There is grief here, and there 
will be grief lasting beyond. May the 
grace of God o with the sad news 
to the sorrow-stricken home. May the 
Holy Spirit speak to those bleeding hearts 
the words we cannot speak and give 
the touch that we cannot give. We meet this 
morning with this shadow uf sorrow upon us. 
With chastened heafts we enter on the duties 
ofthe day with the admonition to usto be 
also ready for we know neither the day or the 
hour when the Son of man cometh.’’ 

The Bishop directed the North Carolina Con- 
ference to meet and report suitable action. As 
he finished Dr. Peterson of Danville, Va., 
raised the tune and the congregation sang: 

Jesus, lover of my soul 
Let me to thy bosom fy, 
While the nearer waters ey

O, receive my soul af last. 

The work of the General Conference was 
taken up then and the North Carolina dele- 
gates retired. 

THE NORTH CAROLINA CONFERENCE 

met in the Sunday School room, and decided 
upon a pian for services. It was agreed to 
have funeral services in Centenary Church, at 
2:80 o’clock to-morrow afternoon. Rev. J. R, 
Brooks of Shelby, N. C., Chairman of the 
North Carolina Delegation, will preach the 
sermon. The North Carolina delegation will 
attend ina weet as honorary pall bearers,and 
a part of the delegation will leave with the re- 
mains early Monday morning for Newbern, N. 
O., where the interment will occur, 

Mr. Mann was a native of North Carolina 
and had reached theageof about 57 years. 
He was one of the most prominent men in the 
North Carolina Conference, which contains 
92,000 members. He was for many years a 
presiding elder, and has had charge of sev- 
eral prominent stations. He was a member 
of the General Conference of 1886. A few 
years ago Trinity College, of North Carolina, 
made him a Doctor of Divinity. He leaves a 
wife and several children.

A CUT TO THE SEABOARD, 


The Eastern Lines Reduce Rates 
Purpose of Equalization. 


There is no change in the railroad rate war 
except the slight cut in rates East which goes 
into effect to-morrow. This cut will be made 
on all the lines. It is merely done to equalize 
rates, which on aceount os cuts from Chicago 
and St. Louis to Missourl River points have 
been lower from points West via Chicago than 
by way of 8. Louis. The present cut 


is made by consent and by no means indi- 
cates that the Eastern lines intend slashing 
rates. If it was not made the Chicago lines 
would do all the Eastern businees and the St. 
Louis roads would hau! empty coaches to the 
seaboard. On the Vandalia line the rate to 
New York commencing to-morrow will be $22, 
a reduction from $23.50. Over the Ohio & 
Mississippi! a reduction is made from $21.50 to 

The Wabash makes two rates—one via 
the New York Central, which is §22, the 
same as is charged over the Vandalia, being 
also a reduction from $23.50; and another of 
$20, the same as the O. & M. The latter is a 
cut from $21.60 and is made via Buffalo or any 
other Wabash route to New York City ‘except 
overthe New York Central. The Big Four 
ep make the same cut as the other roads, 
$1.50 from their regular rate, and so does the 
C. & A. via Bloomington, fil. The cuts, of 
course, also apply to all intermediate points 
and to second-class tickets as well as first- 
class. Albany is reduced from $22.50 to $21. 
Some points, to equalize matters, had to be 
cut still lower. Thus the Wabash will sell to 
Montreal, Canada, for $20, instead of $2 as

Jaynes, who was one ef 

the conspirators in the 

proposea Lower Cali- 

fornia filibustering ex- 

pedition, bas made a 

sworn statement, which 

has been given to United 

States Marshal Gard to 

be sent to Washington. 

In his affidavit Capt. Jaynes corroborates 

every detail of the story of the affair nereto- 

fore printed. He claims that he has been bo- 

trayed by Augustus Merrill and others of the 

plotters and now makes a full und complete 

confession in order to set himeeif 

right before the public. He states that 

there are several very wealthy men 

who are connected with the scheme whose 

names have not yet been given out. One of 

them is a millionaire San Francisco merchant 

and steamship owner. Jaynes states that 

when Merrill approached him to join the ex- 

pedition he offered him a commission as a 

General of the new republic, already signed 

and drawn up. This he wanted Jaynes to 

accept and tosignthe roll. Now that this 

Dian has been expoged Jaynes says he intends 

to go to work and organize another expedi- 

tion to take Lower California and found an 

independent republic to stand by itself with- 

out having in view annexation to the United 
States. 

In talking about his plan Jaynes said: ‘*‘I 
have lived in lower California for years, an d 
I know the people. They are ripe for rebel- 
lion and it would take but little to incite them 
into a revolution. Mexican officials govern 
them who never lived on the peninsula until 
they were appointed to office. The native 
population is ground to the dust by tyrants; 
heavily burdened with unjust taxation and 
pay tribute to the Mexican Government, 
which never spends a dollar in making im- 
provements on the peninsula. The natives 
regard the Mexican officials sent to govern 
them as foreigners and they. are re- 
ferred to as invaders. These nasives want not 
only annexation to the United States, but 


indedendence. I propose to raise and equip 
ten thousand men and land them on the 
peninsula with arms and ammunition. This 
could be done safely at many ints, for 
Mexico has but one war vessel on the Pacific 
slope. Once landed ten thousand Mexican 
troops could not dislodge these forces, be- 
cause the geographical features of the coun- 
try afford many strategic military points. 

‘‘Having takenthe peninsula an Anglo- 
Mexican state with a governmentand flag of 
ite own and with the nativé people fairly repre- 
sented in the Government would be founded. 
To accomplish this, a congress of the leading 
men on the — would be called. 
By having an Anglo-Mexican flag the United 
States would be cleared of all complications. 
Great Britain would only be too glad to exer- 
cise a protective right with the new country. 
Through wanton betrayal on the part of 
August Merrill, Smith and others at San 
Diego this revolution, whieh is bound to 
come, has been delayed fora 123 or perhaps 
two years. Next time we will see to it that 
there are no traitors in our circle.’’ 

One of the secret service men employed to 
look into the revolutionary actions of men on 
this side of the line said to-day: ‘*As near 
as 1 can recollect about two months ago 
I had as conversation with M. 8. Faccio 
when he gave me to understand that 
he was working for the sent

The Story Diseredited in Mexico.

Itellyou that you may elect whom you 
willand call them by courtesy and for cus- 
tom’s sake Governor, Judge, Honorable—but 
the sad and awful fact remains that the 
Louisiana State Lottery Co. is Ruler, Judge, 
Law-maker and Law Executor for the State of 
Louisiana.

THE ‘‘ORIGINAL PACKAGE’? DECISION, 


Justice Miller’s Letter to a Methodist Cler- 
‘ gyman tn Iowa. 


CuicaGco, II., May 24.—A dispatch from Des 
Moines, Io., says: Justice Miller of the United 
States Supreme Court has been criticised by 
many people in this State for joining in the 
original package“ decision. Rev. J. 
Teter, a Methodist clergyman at Oskaloosa 
and a personal friend of the justice, has re- 
ceived from him the following letter on the 
subject: 

**Il regret to find that you are in trouble 
about my concurrence in the recent decision 
ot the Supreme Caurt in regard to the sale of 
goods imported from abroad or from another 
State in the original packages. I venture to 
hope that I shall not wholly forfeit your 
esteem because, in obedience to that 
sense of conscientions duty which, I bave no 
doubt, prompts you in this matter, 1 have feit 
bound to follow the decision made by this 
court more than sixty years ago, which bas 
never been doubted or disputed from that day 
tothis. Indeed, that decision, in addition to 
being a decision of this court, was one which 
fell from the lips of the greatest constitutional 
lawyer that this Government ever had. It was 
based upon a construction of the constitution 
ofthe United states. This constitution has 
not been altered since, and the judgment of 
the court has remained witbout question from 
that day to this, now sixty-three years ago. 
Many people like you, I think, have the idea 
thatthe Supreme Court is only bound in its 
decisions by the views which they 
may bave of abstract moral right. But 
we are as much sworn to decide according to 
the Constitution of the United States as you 
are bound by your conse¢ience to a faith in the 
Bible, which you profess to follow. If my 
views of thetrue meaning of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, in a question before 
measa judge of one of the courts of the 
country, should compe! me to differ from the 
whole world, Ishould do it as courageously 
as Ihave no doubt you would stand by any 
doctrine which you believe to be taught in 
the Holy Bible. Thisisthe only letter that I 
have attempted to answer on thie subject, and 
however my friends may tbink that I have 
erred on this subject, I must beartneir cen- 
sure. It I should believe everything which 
you believe on the subject of prohibition, I 
must still follow the Constitution of the 
United States until it is changed by those who 
have authority to do 60.“

TRADE IN TWELVE MONTHS.

The Unfavorable Outleck of Last Winter 
and How the Disadvantages Have Been 
Overecome—Ratilread Discrimination and 
Ignerant Inspectien Ceunteracted—Chi- 
cago Territery Invaded, 


ANY do not appre- 
clate how greatly 
St. Louis has grown 
in importance as a 
grain market during 
the last three 
months, During the 
2 ~ winter there were 
many gloomy pre- 
A dictions as to the 
outlook tor the 
spring and summer, and the dealers of this 
city certainly had many. disadvantages to 
overcome. A well-known miller said in 
reference to the condition of the trade: ‘‘Iu 
February last it looked as if we could scarcely 
hold ourown. The rallroads were covertly 
hostile to us, and there was a great dea! of 
secret rate-cutting going on, which was 
highly detrimental to the market. 
THE LIXES IN SOME CASES 
favored Chicago, as py sending grainto that 
po int they could get the long haul, and in 
other instances there was illegal cutting in 
favor of Philadeiphia and Baltimore, Both of 
these cities were very anxious to secure & 
larger proportion of the corn trade than they 
were entitled to, and found willing allies in 
some of the railroads, which dreaded the 
growing importance of barge shipments to 
New Orleans. The Merchants’ Exchange 


Transportation Committee set to work, located 
several cases of cutting, and while unable to 
ascertain just where several important leaks 
were to be found, by its activity caused them 
to be abandoned. There is to-day some 
amount of unfair discrimination, but it has 
been greatly reduced in volume. Anosber 
danger with which we were threatened and 
which would have been most disastrous to 
this market if its effects had not been 
counteracted, was the Burks inspection. 
Our importance as a wheat and flour 
center in foreign markets is principally due to 
the fact that our inspection has always been 
most careful and the quality of our product 
better than that of a similer class in any city 
in the country. The Merchants’ Exchange 
had always taken great pains to secure in- 
spectors of the best class, and when uader 
the administration of the Board of Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioners these men 
were replaced by a lot of politicians and poll- 
ticlans’ sons the greatest anxiety was felt, 
especially when it became cyident thatthe 
country experts were instructed to injuse 81. 
Louis in every way in their power. 
STATE GRAIN INSPECTION. 

East St. Louis inspection is what saved us, 
and atthe present time the State Inspector's 
force is reduced toa condition of innocuous 
desuetude. Within the past six weeks a large 
numberof the most flagrantly incompetent 
men have been discharged, and the work is 
being done by the old inspectors... The dis- 
charge of several of the political experts 
during the past week, among others the 
son of Railroad Commissioner Downing, is 
a most encouraging symptom, as it looks as if 
the attempt tq run the office on political prin- 
ciples is to be abandoned. The treasury of 
the Chief Inspector is about empty, and I 
know that advances have been made fo sev- 
éral large receivers, promising proper inspec- 
tion if they will cease sending thelr grain 
across the river. But what has been most ad- 
Vantageous to this city is the action of the 
Chicago Board of Trade in cutting off quota- 
tions. This market used to be a mere refiex of 
that of Chicago, and we seidom attempted 
anything on our own account. We also 
gained the reputation of being a bear market, 
which of course rendered farmers unwilling 
to send their grain here. 

SINCE THE DISAPPFARANCE 

of the Chicago quotations St. Louis trade has 
advanced in volume with remarkable 
rapidity, and the whole tendency of the 
market has changed. Instead of lagging on 
behind Chicago, we have takén our own line, 
and have changed from a bear to a bull 
market. Time and timejagain during the last 
two months other exchanges have shown a 
bearish tendency. St. Louis has taken the 
other turn, and altered the complexion of the 
market. Inthe recent advance in wheat this 
city has taken the lead, farmers have recog- 
nized it, and we are to-day getting large con- 
signments from points that formerly were re- 
garded as the private property of Chicago. 
Our quotations, which a few months ago were 
largely local, are now taken all over the 
country, and this market is watched more 
carefully than any other. Our importance as 
aspeculative grain center is now second to 
that of no city in the country.’’

A majority of the members of the House of 
Dolegates and several Councilmen leaye this 
evening on a junketing trip to St. Paul, Minn. 
They go there ostensibly to investigate the 


system in use in that city for dis- 
posing of gardage matter, but from 
opinions expressed atthe City Hall, one of 
their main objects is to bave a pleasant free 
trip and a high old time ot it generally. The 
joint Sanitary Committee of the two branches 
of thé Assembly, which has been investigat- 
ing the several places suggested for the dis- 
the city garbage that are 
to be improvements over 
present system, will go at 
the expense af the city, but a number of other 
members will also make the trip at the ex- 
ense, itis, alleged, of a Mr. Fleischman of 
offalo who is bere urging the adoption of his 
system for consuming the garbarge in a fur- 
nace in which he is interested. 

The joint committee is composed of Council- 
men Béensiek, Sloan and Metcalfe, 
and Delégates Bogard, Huber, Sievers, 
Kramer and Grassmuck. Councilman 
Metcalfe will be unable to go, but all 
the others have arranged to make the trip. 
In addition to the members of the committee, 
Councilman Vogel and Delegates Alienberg, 
Alemeyer, Bianke, Clark, Lehmann, 
Mohan, Monahan, Quinn, Ryan, Shelly, 
Slegmund, Spelbrink, Nord and Speaker Alt 
Have signified their intention of making the 
trip. They indignantly deny that they are 
going at thé expense of Mr. Fleischman, 
claiming, on the contrary, that the expenses 
will be borne with cash out of their own pock- 
ets. They admit, however, that Mr. Fleisch- 
man is going along and that he will furnish 
the liquid and solid refreshments for the oc- 
casion. 

Uarbor Commissloner Murphy decided to- 
day not to accompany the delegation. He ex- 
plained to the Mayor that he would be pre- 
wented from going by reason of a request he 
received yesterday from one of the members 
of the committee at Washington having 
in charge the rivers aud harbors 
bill, for further figures and facts 
to support §t.

Paul, he said:

The @ayor’s Nomination, 


Tho officials at the City Hall and the poli- 
ticlans generally have hardly yet recovered 
from the surprise created by the appointment 
of Private Secretary James W. Brennan to fill 


the vacant Street Commissionership. The ap- 
pointment is the principal topic of convyersa- 
tion in all the departments. 

The young workers who figured so actively 
in Mayor Noonan’s campaign take kindly to 
the appointment.

SCHOOL-BOOK TRUST. 


Complété Control ef the Publishing Houses 
in the Hands of the Combine, 


CHICAGO, May 24.—The School Board trust 
has at last secured control of the publications 
and publishing. houses through which the 
minds 6f young Americans are trained in the 
way that they should go. Harper Bros. of 
Franklin Square, New York, refused to enter 
the trust for various reasons, but when the 


trust handed them a certificate of stock in the 
trust worth, it is said, from $750,000 to 51, 
000,000, the temptation became too great and 
they fell. This gives the trust 90 per cent of 
the sale of text books in this country and 
is practically beyond competition. During 
the week the combine embraced 
the 3 Publishing Co, of St. 
Louis, „P. Morrill & Co. of St. Paul, 
which has the contract to furnish the State of 

innesota school books for seventeen years 
and the Indiana: School-Book Co., which has 
a similar contract with the State of Indiana
